” WHEN IS A “PROFESSION?”

visions are contingent upon this, have no mean- 
ing aside from it, and have to do mainly with 
the measure of authority the Society shall have 
over its members. 

This proposa) is radical in the sense that it 
is new, but not in the sense that it is peculiar 
Doctors, lawyers, dentists, 
accountants and others following occupations 
which require academic training, are permitted 
and even required by law to band themselves 
together in their appropriate associations, which 
associations have more or less power to regu- 
late the conduct of their members and can be 
compelled to do so, 

In happier times school-teaching has been 
widely regarded, and has been, a “steppinge 
stone” rather than a permanent occupation. 
When conditions become again normal it may 
become that again. 

But there has been a widely expressed 
desire, outside the ranks of the teachers, that 
capable teachers should be encouraged to make 
this their life work. Not much is likely to be 
gained in that direction unless the “profession” 
is given legal recognition on a par with others, 
and the members assured of some less pre- 
carious existence than has been their lot in 
recent years, 

Nothing can be much more certain than that 
a return now to better times would see a whole- 
sale migration of teachers into other occupa- 
tions, the most ambitious and gifted among 
them probably heading the exodus. If the pro- 
fession can be “stabilized” by giving it profes- 
sional standing on an even-footing with others 
requiring an educational qualification, this 
would seem to be a good time to make the cone 
cession.

What do you think of this as a sign of the 
times in old England? The column one, front 
page article in the “Children’s Newspaper” 
commences: 

“All over the country lies work waiting 
for our idle men to do. What is needed is 
that the men and the work should be 
brought together, and that the money paid 
to men for doing nothing should be paid to 
them for doing something.” 

The article goes on to tell of what has been 
accomplished in the town of Rochdale, a Lan- 
cashire manufacturing town with a population 
as great as many of our Canadian cities. It 
tells how the river Roach which flows through 
the town had been bridged over for a distance 
of over a quarter of a mile; a new general post 
office, new electric and tram offices, a library, 
a museum and library built, gardens laid out 
and improvements made to a civic centre, and 
&@ peace memorial built. It says: 

“It has been a great work, providing 
employment for many men, and there is no 
wonder that Rochdale is proud of its great 
achievement.” 

How strange it would seem to the clear- 
thinking mind of a young reader of the Chil- 
dren's Newspaper, reading of what the folk of 
Rochdale have done, to be told of the huge 
sums of public money spent in Canada to herd 
thousands and thousands of men away in in- 
accessible places where they are kept at more 
or less useless exercise. 

How weird it would seem to the simplicity 
of mind of a bright child, to be taken to the 
labor camps up the Coal Branch that were 
mentioned before a Legislative Committee last 
week. In a place 6000 feet above sea-level, on 
a part of the Rocky Mountains where tempests 
sweep at times, and the thermometer drops to 
25 below zero, these men are kept in canvas 
tents. Their average monthly output of labor 
is to move with a shovel twenty yards of dirt— 
not that it matters very much how little they 
do because there is no highway in to the roads 
on which they do this meagre labor in face of 
hardships from the elements. They might al- 
most as well be engaged like the fabled Sisy- 
phus in rolling a stone up a mountain, only to 
see it roll down again each time. 

These kiddies would never believe that re- 
port filed by the government showing that up 
till some time ago it had spent over $128,000 on 
these Sisyphean labors of reliefers on a road 
near a mountain top in the Rockies in a region 
that is denied union with the highway system 
of the province.

I remember a youngster getting his first 
lesson in civics. Asked by his teacher “Who 
owns Canada?” he replied with more wisdom 
than book-learning, “The C.P.R.”

One of the most satisfying experiences that 
a doctor knows {s to be able to give a patient 
good news. For example, a patient comes to 
the doctor's office believing he has all the 
symptoms of heart trouble. He waits in fear 
and trembling while the heart is examined. If 
the doctor can tell him that 
there is nothing organically 
wrong with the heart and 
that this vital organ is sound, 
it is wonderful to see the 
look of relief on the patient's 
face. He walks out of the 
office with a brisk step to 
which hope and confidence 
have given wings. 
In using the ier heer 
aph to examine the heart 
Dr. F. McCoy tiy be found that no or- 
ganic heart disease is present and that symp- 
toms which made the patient feel he has heart 
trouble are due to a functional heart disorder. 
By the word function is meant normal action 
and a functional disturbance means a distur- 
bance in the way the heart action occurs, The 
most common disturbance is a change in the 
heart beat, which may become rapid or too fast. 
Or, the beats may become irregular instead of 
coming in a steady, regular rhythm. The 
patient with a functional heart disorder is in no 


particular danger and can forget his fear that 
the heart may stop beating. 

Some of the most interesting work done with 
the electrocardiograph is in connection with 
these functional heart disorders. I have re- 
cently studied a series of heart examinations 
made with the electrocardiograph in cases 
where the patients had rapid heart actions. The 
tests showed the heart muscles sound and care- 
ful study of each case showed that the main 
trouble was intestinal irritation. The irritation 
is generally due to colitis. After the colon re- 
ceives suitable treatment, a re-examination 
with the electrocardiograph clearly shows that 
the heart rhythm has improved. The heart 
steadies down and beats away as regular as a 
clock, and the patient loses all distress seeming 
to originate in the heart. 

I do not hesitate to state that heart flutters, 
palpitations, and irregularities, are often due to 
a cause outside the heart. The cause may be an 
excessive amount of gas in the stomach which 
presses against the heart or the cause may be 
colitis or diverticulities, where pouches or 
pockets have formed in the intestine. In fact, 
any irritation affecting the gastro-intestinal 
tract may effect the heart by reflex action 
through influencing the vagus nerve. As soon 
as the irritation subsides the heart palpitation 
stops, unless the heart test has disclosed that 
a real heart disorder is present. By showing the 
patient the amount of improvement between 
the first and second electrocardiograms, it is 
easy to convince him that his heart is all right 
and he then makes a recovery satisfactory in 
every way. 

I recommend the electrocardiograph and 
feel that with this machine we are able for the 
first time in medical history to accurately 
measure damage done to the heart by organic 
heart disease. Because this equipment is new, it 
is very expensive and I know that many of my 
readers will not be able to have the heart ex- 
amined in this way. However, if you feel there 
is something wrong with the heart and if you 
live in a large city, I advise that you keep 
looking until you can locate an electrocardio- 
graph and then see that you have an accurate 
heart examination made, using this new 
equipment. 

In a future article I will tell you about the

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1885 Frog Lake, 
in the Battleford district of Sas- 
katchewan, was the theatre of the 
most terrible massacre in modern 
Canadian history. The news of the 
ambush of Major Crozier's force 
at Duck Lake on March 26 had 
reached the Indians headed by 
Big Bear and added to a previ- 
ous determination to wipe out 
every white soul in the district. 

It was Holy Thursday and the 
French priests had arranged the 
solemn service for that day. Big 
Bear himse:f sought to prevent 
an outbreak but was overruled by 
Wandering Spirit, who personally 
began the slaying. The service 
was alowed to finish. The whites, 
French, English, Hudson's Bay 
officials, were forced into a group 
at the police barracks. Suddenly 
a shot rang out. Others followed 
in quick succession and before 
long nine of the whites lay dead 
on the melting snow. They were: 
Thomas Trueman Quinn, a native 
of Minnesota, Indian agent and 
interpreter; John Delany, from 
Ontario, farming instructor; John

G. Gowanlock, from Parkdale, 
Ont., George Dill, from Muskoka; 
John Willicraft, from Southamp- 
ton, Ont.; William C. Gilchrist; 
Charles Gouin, a loyal halfbreed; 
Rev. Leon Adelard Fafard, a na- 
tive of Quebec, and Rev. Feliz 
Marie Marchand, a priest from 
France. 

Wandering Spirit killed Quinn 
first and then Father Fafard. 
There followed days of misery 
and terror for the survivors, Fort 
Pitt held out until April 15 when 
it had to be evacuated. The re- 
maining whites, men, women and 
children, were prisoners of the 
Indians until relief came from 
the south. Their physical suffer- 
ings were great, but their mental 
anguish was greater. Even today 
when the survivors, for there 
are a few of them, talk of those 
dreadful days they shudder. This 
Frog Lake massacre was the only 
incident of the whole sad year 
which had no military flavor. It 
was a sheer massacre of helpless 
civilians, It was avenged in due 
course,

| MORTAGE FIRMS PROTEST ' GOV’TGETS JUDICIAL WALLOP 


J udge Raps Spending 


Raise Voice Against 


Any Alberta Act Of 


Confiscatory Nature 


J. M. Macdonnell, Toron- 
to, Urges That Compan- 
ies be Left to Make In- 


dividual Arrangements 
With Farmer Debtors. 


The voice of the eastern mort- 
gage companies, protesting against 
any confiscatory legislation by 
the Alberta legislature, was heard 
this morning through the mouth 
of J. M. Macdonnell, general 
manager of the National Trust 
Company of Toronto. 

Before a full meeting of the Ag- 
Ticultural Committee, Mr. Macdon- 
nell urged that the companies be 
left to make individual arrange- 
ments between themselves and 
their farmer debtors, on an assur- 
ance that no steps would be taken 
to put any good farmer off his land 
and that a good crop year would 
greatly relieve the situation 


DUTY OF DOMINION 

The witness argued that was 
the duty of the Dominion govern- 
ment to care for those farmers who 
are in distress, furnishing them 


it 


with food, seed, oil, etc, as a nat 
ional duty to protect a national 
asset. 


A hint of financial relief to har- 
assed farmers was contained in 
question by Hon. Geo. Hoadley who 
asked if the companies would be 
willing to make drastic cuts if cash 
can be supplied to enable them to 
discharge their debts. The witness 
said that cash would go—four—five 
-~six times as far to secure drastic 
reductions as mere promises to pay 

“The question beyond all others 
that is engaging the minds of the 
people of Canada is the question of 
debt,” said Hon, Mr. Hoadley. 


CONSIDERING QUESTION 

“The government has been con- 
eidering the question of mortgage 
debt without coming to any defin- 
ite conclusion. Nearly evtry ad- 
dress in the house and every com- 
mittee has referred to debt. It is 
clear that the question must be 
dealt with, As a matter of courtesy 
and fairness it felt that before 
any final conclusion is arrived at 
we feel it right to hear the repre- 
sentatives of the mortgage compan- 
ies 

“We would like to know from 
them if they acknowledge that the 
man on the land must have food, 
clothing, fuel as a first charge on 
the operation of his land.” 


BEFORE HOUSE 

J. M. Macdonnell of Toronto, first 
witness for the mortgage compan- 
ies, recalled that he had been be-| 
fore the house two years ago. | 

“If any confiscation takes place,” 
he said, “it will upset all the re- | 
lations that exist between men in| 
business. When the lending institu-! 
tions began business in this prove | 
ince, wheat could be grown cheap- 
ly and the basis was fair and sound} 
on both sides, They helped to make} 
Edmonton the great city it is today. | 
They had to borrow the money | 
which in turn they lent to you, and 
they have to repay it to lenders in) 
Scotland, Holland and other coun- 
tries, 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED? 


“What has happened to change 
the relationship between mortgage 
borrowers and lenders? Two years 
ago wheat was 50 cents a bushel 
We expected an improvement. There 
has been a substantial improvement | 
in prices and in tax collections— 
no fair-minded man can gainsay| 
that. 

“The lending institutions, far from 
t.ying to victimize borrowers, have 
assisted them to stay on the land 

“The lot of the man on the land 
has been hard. He must be kept, 
there. No one wants to put him 
off. He must have fodder, seed and 
oil. Compared to the lot of the man 
in the city he is better off. He has| 
food and shelter. Above all, he has 
work, (Laughter.) You may laugh 
at that, but one of the hardest bur- 
dens of the unemployed man in the 
city is having nothing to occupy | 
his mind and his hands, 


MAKE ARRANGEMENTS 


“We believe arrangements can be | 
made between individual borrow- 
ers and individual lenders that will 
enable business to carry on, | 

“That is the way business always | 
has been carried on. Let those pay 
who can pay. The companies will 
lose enough as it is 

Opposing the writing down of 
debts, Mr. Macdonell said that no 
one would suggest that if farm 
prices went up, the borrower should} 
pay more. “It is not a partner- 
ship,” he insisted. 


INTEREST RATES 


Discussing interest rates, he said 
that money cost an average of 4.75 
per cent. Adding 1.75 per cent for 
administration, that meant 6% per 
cent for cost of doing business. 

“The money lent out here is not 
the money of a few rich men. It is! 
the money of a large number of) 
small lenders. The people who} 
are dependent on mortgages are, in! 
tho main, dependent on them for| 
the means of existence. 


PREFERRED ACT 


Mr. Macdonell said he preferred | 
the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrange- 
ment Act because it tended to make 
an adjustment, whereas the Debt 
Adjustment Act tended to “freeze 
the situation for the debtor. 

Answering the question profound- 
@d by Hon. Mr. Hoadley he said: “It 
is a very different thing to say to! 
the people of Canada, ‘The farmer | 
is a national asset and must be} 
maintained in oil, food, seed etc., at 
the national expense,’ from saying 
to the unfortunate mortgage lender, 
‘The parties to whom you lent your | 
money cannot repay so you must 
keep them in food, clothing, oil and 
seed,’ 

“It is a manifest injustice to sad 
die them with the burden that 
should be shouldered by the federal 
authority.” }

“No lending institution under 
heaven gets any satisfaction out of 
putting anyone into bankruptcy,” 
declared the witness, and the mem- 
ber admitted that “the companies 
are probably victims as well as the 
farmers.” 


REFUSED HALF ARREARS 


Mr. Matheson brought up another 
case where a company had refused 
to accept half of interest arrears 
|for cash, holding that the security 
was good for the amount. “They 
only think of the equity for them- 
selves, They care nothing for the 
}equity the farmer has in his land.” 

Mr. Macdonnell; “You seem to 
forget that there are two parties in 
trouble—not one. The companies 
think that present conditions cannot 
continue—that times are bound to 
jimprove, If the security was ample 
the company would not be acting 
unfairly if it decided to wipe off 
half of the interest arrears. It was 
not as if the man was threatened 
with loss of his farm. 


LOAN IT OUT 

Asked if he thought the Domin- 
ion government would use the $90,- | 
000,000 voted for farm relief, in 
coming to the rescue of farmers fac- 
ing foreclosure by the mortgage 
companies, Mr. Macdonnel! said his 
impression is that the government | 
will loan it out on the basis of con- 
servative lenders, 

Witness was asked by Hon. Mr. | 
Hoadley if a drastic reduction of 
farm debt could be obtained by in- 
dividual debtors, if cash could be 
furnished | 

“Oh! certainly! Cash would go a 
great deal further than promises 
to pay,” agreed the witness. 

“The last thing the lending cor-| 
porations want to do is to force the 
farmer off the land. No good 
farmer need fear that. There are 
large numbers who are in good} 
standing, and a turn of the wheel 
|may bring thousands of others back 
again to good standing.” 


DEBT REDUCTION 
Pp, J, Enzenauer:

“The department 
of justice feels it can’t sustain 
NRA.” It showed, he contended, 
“no honesty of purpose in trying 
to comply with the constitution.”

Rese at last to England early in January, 
1912, King George and Queen Mary were able 
to get down to the serious business of being King 
and Queen. 

And such a business is no easy task. 

State functions, formal occasions, numerous ap- 
pointments every day, official visits and tours— 
all these form only a part of the duties of a King 
and Queen. 

There are documents of state that must be stu- 
died and signed—and King George was never one 
to sign without first making a thorough study of 
the situation. Constitutionally, of course, the King 
is supposed to rely on the advice of his ministers, 
but during the 25 years of King George's reign, it 
has many times been the reverse—when statesmen 
took the advice of the King. 

One recent notable case is told, of when the

Right from the start, the reign of King George 
was predestined for trouble and strife. In 1912 
there were disturbances in Ireland and the throw- 
ing out by the House of Lords of the home rule 
bill; in the same year there was the Balkan League 
war with Turkey, to be followed in 1913 by the 
disastrous attack on Serbia by Bulgaria. These 
were forerunners to the threat of civil war in Ire- 
land and eventually the World War. 

Our picture today shows the King and Queen 
in a historic ceremony—leading the procession of 
the Knights of the Garter at Windsor Castle. The 
Order of the Garter and its motto—"Honi soit qui | 
mal y pense’—is famed the world over.

York, assistant curator of mammals 
for the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, and accompanied by 
Mrs, Goodwin, arrived in Edmon- 
ton by plane Monday afternoon 
from Wood Buffalo park, near Fort 
Smith. 

Anxious to add a sixth to the col- 
lection of buffalos which will be 
mounted and divided equally be- 
tween the Victoria museum at Ot- 
tawa and the American museum, 
Dr. Goodwin travelled to the park 
two weeks ago. 


ENORMOUS SPECIMEN 

A splendid specimen with a 
shoulder measurement of six feet.) 
seven inches was shot by Dr, Good- 
win, who stated that unless he had 
seen the animal he would not have 
believed it possible that such an 
enormous animal of this type could 
exist. 

The museums, said Dr. Goodwin, 
were particularly anxious to secure 
this breed of buffalo for their col- 
lections, as the breed is rapidly be- 
coming extinct through  cross- 
breeding with the Wainwright type 
of which many had been moved to 
the Wood Buffalo Park, 

Extensive travelling in search of 
specimens has been done by Dr. 
Goodwin, who stated that in 1930 
he had visited Siberia to obtain 
tigers. 


SIBERIAN TIGERS 

“People are usually surprised 
when they hear me speak of Siber- 
ian tigers,” said Dr. Goodwin. “But 
they do not realize that the north is 
the original home of all the cat 
species. Tigers although always 
associated with the tropical coun- 
tries, first existed in the northern 
countries but, finding existence dif- 
ficult, due to the onslaughts of big- 
ger animals and the ravages of the 
climate, instinctively emigrated to 
southern Asia,” said Dr. Goodwin. 

Her first trip to Canada and the 
north, Mrs. Goodwin stated that she 
had thoroughly enjoyed her visit 
and had particularly liked snow- 
shoeing and riding behind dog 
teams. 

“Anybody who has lived in New 
York should be able to enjoy the 
peace and quietness of the north,” 
said Mrs. Goodwin, “and my visit 
was not nearly long enough to suit 
me.”
